This article was first written at the request of the New Afrikan Peoples Organization 
(NAPO). It original title was "The Rise and Development of the New Afrikan Liberation 
Struggle Behind the Walls." The New Afrikan liberation struggle behind the walls 
refers to the struggle of Black prisoners, "behind the walls" of U.S. penal institutions, 
to gain liberation for ourselves, ourpeople, and all oppressed people. We of the New 
Afrikan Independence Movement spell "Afrikan" with a "k" because Afrikan linguists 
originally used "k" to indicate the "с” sound in the English language. We use the term 
"New Afrikan,” instead of Black, to define ourselves as an Afrikan people who have 
been forcibly transplanted to a new land and formed into a "new: Afrikan nation" in 


The Afrikan prison struggle began on the shores 
of Afrika behind the walls of medieval pens that 
held captives for ships bound west into slavery. It 
continues today behind the walls of modern U.S. 
penitentiaries where all prisoners are held as legal 
slaves--a blatant violation of international law. 


The conception of prison ideology began to take 
form as far back as the reign of Louis XIV of 
France (1643-1715) when the Benedictine Monk 
Mabillon wrote that: "...penitents might be 
secluded in cells like those of Carthusian monks, 
and there being employed in various sorts of 
labor." In 1790, on April 5th, the Pennsylvania 
Quakers actualized this concept as the capstone of 
their 14-year struggle to reform Philadelphia's 
Walnut Street jail. No longer would corporal 
punishment be administered. Henceforth prisoners 
would be locked away in their cells with Bible and 
forced to do penitence in order to rehabilitate 


themselves.? Thus was born the penitentiary. 


In 1850 approximately 6,700 people were found 
iu the nation's newly emerging prison system.? 
Almost none of the prisoners were Black.* They 
were more valuable economically outside the 
prison system because there were other means of 

racial control. During this time most New Afrikan

the walls was carried on primarily behind the 
walls of slave quarters through conspiracies, 
revolts, insurrections, arson, sabotage, work 
slow-downs, poisoning of the slavemaster, self- 
maimings, and runaways. If slaves were 
recaptured, they continued the struggle behind the 
walls of the local jails, many of which were first 
built to hold captured runaways. Later they were 
also used for local citizens. 


Shortly after 1850, the imprisonment rate 
increased, then remained fairly stable with a rate 
of between 75 and 125 prisoners per 100,000 
population ^ The Afrikan struggle continued 
primarily behind the slave -quarter's walls down 
through the issuance of the Emancipation 
Proclamation. This was a declaration issued by 
President Lincoln on January 1, 1863, during the 
height of the Civil War. It declared the slaves free 
only in those states still in rebellion and had little 
actual liberating effect on the slaves in question. 
Their slavemasters, still engaged in war against 
the Union, simply ignored the declaration and 
continued to hold their slaves in bondage. Some . 
slavemasters kept the declaration secret after the 
war:ended following Lee's surrender on April 9, _ 
1865. As a resull, news of the Emancipation - 
Proclamation did not reach slaves in Texas until 
June 19, 1865. This date, called "Juncteenth," is

Jersey's classrooms still remain among the "Мозг 
Segregated" in this "Racist" nation. This is according to a 
just found study on the "racial" composition of Amerikkka's 
public schools. 


What's new Amerikkka? What's new!... Seems as if some 
cracker up in Harvard University made an assessment, and to 
his untold bewilderment. The cracker found, that the so- 
called average Black and Hispanic students deer-ole Jersey, 
attends a school that is more than two-thirds minority. 


New Jersey has among the highest rates of school 
"Segregation" in the nation for Blacks and Hispanics. 


This study for the National School Boards Assocation showed 
that Segregation for Blacks and Hispanics has increased, 
since 1980-88 in a continuation in a long standing trend. 
Two-thirds of the state's Black and Hispanic students attends 
public schools in seven percent (7%) of the state's 591 
operating districts. 


Assistant commissioner of mis-education stated, "There is no 
question that there is a Problem when it comes to our shools

Jersey school districts in the cities (Black and Brown Folks).

Since that time till now, you have come to my assistance by either writing 
to me or writing letters of inquiry and protest to my captors, giving prudent advice, 
recognition of my political prisoner status, investigating, publicity, typing, 
photocopying, mail forwarding, defense committee and so on . 


That is the 
purpose of this letter. The necessity of your concrete support was (and is) 
paramount. You helped us to organize our communities for humanrights, dignity, 
basic material and spiritual need, and well being. i am very grateful and 
appreciative.

The government denies it, yet today there are more 
than 100 people locked up in U.S. prisons because of 
their political acts or beliefs. The U.S. alone among 
the world's governments maintains that it hold no 
political prisons. These prisoners expose the fact 
that there are political resistance moverments for 
freedom and social justice of such potential impact 
that the government is compelled to use repression 
againt them. 


By labeling political prisoners as criminals, the U.S. 
government has also been able to shield from view 
serious human rights violation agains them, including 
excessive prison sentences, psychological torture, 
placement in control units, assault, sexual assault, 
and denial of medical care. 





People of color are most often targeted. Black 
activists participating in the fight for Black 
Liberation and against racism are the largest group 
represented, with over 50 political prisoners.

When going to 


We'd like to offer a few comments about supporting political prisoners. 
The most basic of these is obvious to most people: The dialectical 
relationship between repression and resistance means that any 
revolutionary movement is going to produce political prisoners. When we 
fail to develop support for political prisoners we allow the state to achieve 
its objective of: 

1. Isolating people (those who are busted) 
2.Intimiidating others (those who are aware of the 
oppression but who don't see any evidence of resistance to it). 


Political repression is just another form of divide and conquer. In order 
to deal with those divisions, activists have a responsibility to build links 
with people facing trials or in prison. This is especially true when we 
consider that one of the most advanced movements in this country exists 
right inside the prison walls. As political people involved in the ongoing 
work of different organizations or collectives, activists must incorporate 
support for prisoners in their mass work. Most significant about accepting 
this point is that it means that organizations must put aside their sectarian 
differences and understand that as a lowest common denominator of 
political unity, revolutionaries should and must be defended against the 
state. Political differences over strategies and tactics must be non- 


political trials, people should not carry things to court that they might be 





































































antagonistic when we are down at that basic level of a revolutionary 
spending his or her life behind bars. Mass organizing around political 
prisoners can always be done at least at a level attempting to develop an 
anti-repressive, anti-fascist, and pro-resistance consciousness. 


A more active form of support is going to court. The history of political 
trials in the past makes it clear the impact of public support on juries. 
Futhermore, going to court is an educational experience, not only about 
the corrupt legal system, but about repression in general. This was most 
dramatically illustrated in the trial of RUCHELL MAGEE, where 








hassled over (pocket knives etc,). Be prepared to be persistent and patient 
when attending court. 










As a final suggestion, we believe that it is an effective strategy for 
activists on the outside to develop relationships with political prisoners, 
taking responsibilities for building links to the outside for those prisoners. 
It is our opportunity to learn from these comrades and engage in political 
literature, books, leaflets, money for commissary, legal liason and/or 
assistance, and other types of support. If each activist or small collective 
on the out would take responsibility for developing such relationship, 
some very strong links are made to strengthen the STRUGGLE.

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Most black people here in Amerikkka are too complacent. They have seemingly abandoned the struggle for liberation. Every other group of people in 
this country come to these shores and after a period of struggle, have managed to get ahead. I admit that we by design were not meant to be part of their 
society; we were meant to view Amerikkka like a child outside a candy store with our nose pressed up against the window, But not daring to go in. Oh 
yes, we can work in the candy factories, but we aren't supposed to enjoy the fruits of our labor -- four hundred years of free hard labor. Where are we 
today.? We might have (1%) percent of our population living above middle class, while the majority are barely getting by. This, while we watch people 
from all over the world coming here and blending right into the mainstream. 
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What are we to do About this.? First we have to get our heads together, 
we have to organize, we have to make our presence known and felt, and 
we have to do this politically. At the same time we have to become a 
revolutionary people.

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THE THIRTEETH AMENDMENT IN RELATION TO THE 
PRISON SYSTEM OF CHATTEL SLAVERY AND 
INVOLUNTARY SERVITUDE 


By a historical review of law, the institution of chattel slavery was a prison system. The plantation 

where the slaves were kept and worked was their prison. The slaves were under the individual 

physical control of the individual slave master, as the head of the plantation was the warden. They 

were a law unto themselves who governed and ruled over the slaves and imposed fines, penalties and 

punishment on them. People of Afrkan descent didn't begin to fill the jails, penal farms, work-houses, 
, reformatories and penitentiaries in the United States until after the civil war of 1861-1865. 


The freedom allegedly given to the Afrikans in the 
13th amendment of the U.S. constitution merely 
meant a legal doing away with individual physical 
control. The individual physical control of Afrikans 
by the Amerikkkan slave-owners was replaced by a 
collective physical control by the State and Federal 
governments. Prisons still perform an economic 
function in that the labor of prisoners is still 
exploited. The pertinent language of the 13th 
amendment reads as follows: 


Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as 
а punishment for crimes whereof 
the pary shall have been duly conviced, shall exist 
within the United States, or any place subject to 
their jurisdiction. * 


In essence, the 13th amendment prohibits slavery on 
the one hand, but on the other hand it allows slavery 
to exist in another form when a person has been 
convicted in a court of law. The class of people 
primerily affected by this amendment are non- 
European. 


The incidence of chattel slavery, in its rawest form, - 


was abolished, but the words -- "except as a 
punishment for crime" -- make it abundantly clear 
that slavery still exists in the 13th amendment. 


In other words, when you have been convicted in 
court following a jury trial, bench trial or guilty 
plea, you are then adjudged to be the private 
property of the State and Federal governments of 
North Amerikkka. 


Free Geronimo ji Jaga! 


On Auguet 24, 1994, after deliberating for less 
than ten minutes, California Board of Prison Terms 
and Parole denied parole to Geronimo ji Jaga for 
the 13th time in 24 years that he has been 
incarcerated. — In a callous display of official 
arrogance, the Board violated Geronimo's right to 
be represented by attorney and former Black 
Panther Leader Kathleen Cleaver, who is a Yale 
Law School graduate and is a professor of law at 
Emory University in Atlanta. Geronnimo was 
instead represented at the hearing by his long- 
standing San Francisco attorney, Stuart Hanlon. 
Ms. Cleaver was forced to view the proceedings on 
closed circuit t.v. in a separate room along with 
numerous representatives from the press. The 
denial of Ms Cleaver represents a continuation of 
the horrendous and repressive treatment that 
Geronimo and his supporters have had to fight 
every step of the way. 


Outside the prison entrance, a statewide 
mobilization brought 50 supporters to demonstrate 
for Geronimo's release. Two van loads of people 
from Los Angeles, representing the 
INTERNATIONAL CAMPAIGN'S LA chapter, 


The prisoncrats (department of correction officials) 
force slave labor in prison, and money not paid to 
prisoners (slaves) is put in the coffers of 
thegovernment treasury. According to U.S. lae, 
prisoners don"t have to be paid any wages for labor 
performed while doing time in the penitentiary. 


Many years after the passage of the legalized slavery 


amendment to the U.S. constitution, the prison 
government has allowed the prisoners (convicts, 
slaves) to. be paid some slave wages for work 
performed for the government while doing time. 
The wages are called "state-pay" or "government 
allowance or allotment." Prisoners are paid wages 
on a sliding scale from 65 cents per day to a one 
dollar or more per day. The amount varies from 
prison to prison. Some pay a little more or less than 
others. 


The prisoners who are given bad conduct reports, 
write-ups or tickets and placed on disciplinary 
segregation confinement and idle are not paid wages. 
If your state pay or allotment was nien without 
written notice, a ^a hearing с or. the opp .for an 


administrative appeal, y appeal, you 1 may fil E m ae claim | 


or a law suit or complaint in state and federal court 
under Title 42 U.S.C. Subsection 1983 for violation 
of your rights, privileges or immunities to due 
process and equal protection of the law. Principle of 
equal protection applies to governmental action in 
civil and criminal matters. Edmonson v. Leesville 
Concrete Co. Inc. 860 f. 2d 1308 (Sth Cir. 1988). 


the UNITED FRIENDS and FAMILY of 
GERONIMO, the AFRICAN UNITED FRONT, 
and the COALITION against POLICE ABUSE, 


joined members of the Вау Area-based 
INTERNATIONAL CAMPAIGN to FREE 
GERONIMO Л JAGA, the OAKLAND 


COMMUNITY UNITED CHURCH of CHRIST, 
and the ECUMENICAL PEACE INSTITUTE in a 
spirited picket. As powerful chants were heard by 
prisoners in the yard, the warden threatened a mass 
arrest by local police if supporters did not move 
across the road. After consultation, ` the 
demonstration moved 100 yards to a spot facing the 
prison entrance. 


Two days prior to the hearing, lawyers and 
supporters of Geronimo held a widely-publicized 
news conference in the Los Angeles office of 
prominent African American attorney. Johnnie 
Cochran Jr., who represented Geronimo in the 
original 1972 trial. At this conference, Cochran 
said, "They have the wrong man. They know they 
have the wrong man. No one has enough courage 
and integrity to come forward and say: Let him 
out!."

From here in the United States to Germany, France, Belgium, Chile and 
South America, political prisoners have responded to the call to aid their 
brother Mumia Abu Jamal, recognizing that the life of one is the life of us 
all. In the past many of there political prisoners have come together to help 
build support for Mumia. Today over 70 imprisoned women and men have 
come together once again to raise their voice in solidarity and to give us a 
unique opportunity to share, create, and struggle with them. By initiating a 
series of cultural events. They have created a prisoner-to-prisoner solidarity 
project that comes to life through the assistance of concerned individuals 
outside of prison. Designed to give life to their art, its goals are to raise mony 
for Mumia's legal defense and educate about the proliferation of the death 
penalty and existence of political prisoners. 


December 10. 1994, marked the opening of a series of events. Following, 
January 28, 1995, an evening event of performances of prisoner's writing and 
dramatic reading, as well as the exhibition of art, will be held at Borough of 
Manhatten Community College.

Many of us hear of calls by the U.S. government 

for other countries to free their political prisoners, 

_ We also hear the praises it gives to South Africa and 

the former Soviet Union for actions taken to free 
political prisoners and end human rights abuses. 

What we do not hear is the fact that right here in 
the U.S., women and men are imprisoned, tortured 
and even executed, as in the case of Ethel and Julius 
Rosenberg, for their political beliefs and actions. 

It is an unacknowledged of this country's past 
that there are women and men, from diverse races 
and cultures, serving excessive prison sentences. 
Many have served from 10 to 20 years and most still 
face more than a decade left to serve in prison 
before they will be released. 

As the U.S. government celebrate the freedom of 
other Political Prisoners in other countries. What 
we must not forget is that the U.S. government, for 
fear of First Amendment Act and Humen rights 
violation, will not admit that it has Political 
Prisoners, or Prisoners of War within the U.S. 
borders. 


WHO IS MUMIA ABU JAMAL. 





Mumia Abu Jamal is an Afrikan-Amerikan Journalist 
and advocate for racial and economic justice. He is 
currently on death row in Pennsylvania. In 1982, 
Mumia was convicted of killing a Philadelphia police 
officer and was sentenced to death despite evidence 
which pointed to his innocence. The prosecutor 
introduced evidence of Mumia's belief in Black 
empowerment,:in a successful attenpt to get the 
nearly all white jury to vote for the death penalty. 
Mumia exhausted all of his appeals in 1990, and can 
be executed at any time. 


At the time of his arrest, Mumia was a prominent 
journalist in Philadelphia.- His coverage of the trail 
and conviction of nine members of the MOVE 
Organization - stemming from a 1978 police attack

on a MOVE home - challenged the police's use of 
force and the fairness of the trial. Then Mayor and 
former police chief, Frank (Bozo) Rizzo. made clear 
his contempt for Mumia's journalism and unabashed 
reporting of the controversial issue. He publicly 
blamed 'a new breed of advocacy journalism' for the 
violent police actions against the MOVE 
Organization. It was Mumia's unrelenting reporting 
of those incidents that made him a target of the 
Philadelphia police department. 

The Philadelphia police department has earned a 
national reputation for its brutality, especially 
against the black community. During the days of 
COINTELPRO, the department - headed by the late 
Frankkky - served as the F.B.I's cooperating local 
police agency 

Both as police chief and mayor, Bozo was 
frequently charged with brutality and racism in his 
words and actions. In August 1970, Bozo 
personally led a night raid on the local B.P.P. 
headquarters where a S.W.A.T. team dragged a 
dozen or so people into the street. They were strip- 
searched at gunpoint and forced to wait naked on the 
sidewalk before they were finally arrested. АП were 
soon released because no meaning ful charges were 
ever filed..

Mumia's case raises many serious question, Why 
would the prosecution go to such lengths to exclude 
black jurors and to prosecute Јата! оп the basis of 
his political- background? Why would ће 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court both violate its own 
precedents, upholding Jamal's death sentence and 
overlook numerous violations of his rights? Why 
the U.S. Supreme Court's inconsistent approach to 
the First Amendment? 


CASE OF INJUSTICE 





Jamal's case need to be understood in the broader 
contextsof injustices in the U.S. legal system. 50% 
of those on death row nationwide are people of 


- color. Black men alone make up 40% of death row 


prisoners although they represent less than 6% of the 
U.S.population at large. Only one of the more than 
245 executions carried out since the U.S. Supreme 
Court reinstated the death penalty in 1976 has 
resulted from a case involving a black victim and a 
white defendent. 

Prison demographics are similar to those of death 
row. Almost 5076 of U.S. prisoners-a population 
which has doubled in the last decade-are people of 
color. Most prisoners are unempolyed ог 
underempolyed when they enter the system. Not 
surprisingly, most prison sentences are for economic 
crimes such as larceny and burglary. 

Put in a global context. the U.S..has the highest 
incarceration rate in the world. A Afrikan - 
Amerikan male is almost five time more likely to go 
to jail as his counterpart in South Afrika, making the 
U.S. the world's leading incarcerator per capita of 
people of Afrikan descent.

After many months of attempting to write this article, I have finally found the words that I need to express my feelings. 


During a visit to New Jersey, I was asked to go visit a relative who I have not seen in many years. The relative that I visited is incarcerated in Rahway 
State Prison, in Rahway, New Jersey. I went there with another relative. Viewing Rahway from the outside for the first time, the place looked like a 
concrete barn that breeds crime. 


When we arrived at Rahway, we the visitors were treated as if we же 
ourselves were prisoners. The guards at Rahway were very rude, empty of 
feelings, just plain mean. For one thing , they (guards) would make you 
wait until they decided to allow you in to see the person that you are 
vitising. When I say wait, I mean that you had to stand, not sit , in this ^ 
dingy-looking room witnessing all kinds of lewdness and profanity. You 
would hear the guards making jokes or wise-cracks about the fact that you 
were waiting. When they finally allowed you to enter you had to take off 
your hat, belt, coats, you could not have any open packs of cigarettes, 
females could not carry a purse; anything personal you had to leave 
behind, even if you happened to have any loose change ($money$) you # 
were told by a guard that you can DONATE the money to the prison, or 
else you wouldn't get in, you had to leave others personal things behind on 

a table to be retrived in the exit area, but were told that thay are not 
responsitble for items left behind, Where are the lockers for visiters 
personal property?. 


Now, we were on our way to the other side of the wall, walking through a doorway of two big sliding doors, above is a guard holding a riffle. while 
visiters are walking passing barbed-wire and fences to a one story building, inside is a very large room which looks like a large gymnasium. There are |

is this wall with chairs lined up against it, the occupants of these chairs are women, I'm not going to say ladies because they definately did not behave as 
ladies, Also with these women were male prisoners who they were visiting. Well, let-me tell you, and don't get me wrong, I аша grown woman W 
has three grown children. I know about the world and what normally goes on. I'm not squeamish or a prude, but I do take great pride in my race, an- 
(African-Woman) lady-like qualities. What I saw that day and even visiting later, was unbelievable. I saw just about every act of sex being performed. 
All of this was happening in the broad light of this large room, while little children were running around and would sometimes stop to watch these 
couples in their engagements. The guards were watching casually and excited as if they were watching a triple-x rated movie. These women were 
demeaning themselves to the highest, some of them were acting like animals in heat!. At first I couldn't believe what my eyes were seeing; but it was 
there like a nightmare before my very eyes. I eventually turned my chair so that my back could be against all of these illicit, embarrasing acts. 


I do know what it feels like to love, to feel a fire burning within for my man, but should a woman demean herself to prove her love, this much desire?. 

I wonder if these women feel that these men eill love them evenmore for their (open) sexual acts, or show them any more respect?. After many 
questions, I found out that Rahway State Prison was one so-call Correctional Institues that dose not have trailers, or rooms for conjugal relations. | 
Possible another tatic of theirs to discourage any visitors from visitings their love one. What was really embarrasing was that the majority of these 
couples who were engaging in theser demeaning sex acts were Blacks; sometime you have to wounder if the condition at Rahway or Prison like Rahway, 
are the reason why Black youths who did time really care, weather Black (Afrikan) women need to be respected, or is it why they feel that degrading 
Black women on the streets in the Black Community is the thing, once they come out. 


All of this harrasment, demeaning acts need to be stopped. The building itself is very depressing. It looks like it will fall apart anytime, needing repairs 
and painting. Visitors shouldn't have to go through all of the harrasment before, during, and after visiting. The women who go there to visit should 
have more pride and respect in themselves, and not behave like a animal in heat. 


Finally, Another unpleasant condition was yet to come. Once a visit is over, and leaving the visiting area. Visitors are rounded up liks cattles and 
leaded into the exit area or holding pit, every Man, Woman and Child is branded (a number) as you are counted and hearded into a [fifty-by-fifty feet] 
area, standing and waiting in an open area, open to any Weather Condition for aboutthirty too fourty-five min, until the doors are open. Once those 
doors open it's like a relief of Freedom, almost everyone begin RUNNING!, not walking. Perhaps the State of New Jersey should investigate the 
condition or the prisoners need to commit themselves and voice their concern of this matter before things get worst.

With the current trend of America's social-political tolerance towards crime being "lock'em up, punich and forget any effortss of rehabilitation", the 
rate of Black imprisonment is at an all time high, especially as the statistics relate to Black males, We are aware that crime has wreaked havoc in Black 
communities throughout America, and too often by the hands of other Blacks, although the hidden and not so hidden hand of America's discrimination, 
social-econonic and political disparity towards people of color is a contributable factor towards the reverse oppression that some Black revisit upon 


others, it is definitely not a justifiable excuse that should be acceptable by us. 


This habit of Blacks perpetuating oppression on ourselves as retort to the 
general oppression America visits upon us has to stop, and to do so there 
must be a complete effort by the whole African diaspora in America. By 
those in society and those that have been locked away from society, who 
are willing to work towards such. 


There seems to be this general perception coming from the Black 
community that all Blacks imprisoned are there as a consequent of being 
parasites on the Black community, and that is a misperception that must be 
corrected, or else it discredits those who are imprisoned behind their 
activities to do things contributable to the well-being and integrity of our 
people. 


We should not be so willing to dismiss the sacrifices of those involed in 
Black Liberation Movements such as the Nation of Islam, Black Panther 
Party, Black Liberation Army and others whose actions have landed them 
in prison by way of COINTELPRO frame ups, or through their deliberate 


erica's laws in an effort to attain human liberties. — f. 


COINTELPRO was the acronym for the Counter Intelligence Program that 
was implimented by the former director of the FBI, J. Edgar Hoover, in 
1967 with the intent of disrupting, misdirecting and discrediting civil 
rights and Black Nationalist organizations et al. In America such as the 


NAACP, SNCC, SCLC, the Nation of Islam, the American Indian 
Movement and so on, in an effort to prevent these oirganizations from 
reaching their objectives. COINTELPRO used such tactic as infiltration, 
set-ups, sabotage, asassinations as well as the spread of disinformation 
against these organizations to effectuate their plans of disruption. 


We cannot afford to allow the media and politicians to use a broad brush 
to paint all of our Black imprisoned as parasitic animals of prey who have 
held the Black community hostage. Neither should we ignore that a 
parasitic element does exist among us. But we shouldn't exclude the 
probability that even some of them can be redeemed to become assets to 
our community - it happened with Malcolm X., and it has happened with 
others. This cannot occur if we give up on each other, because there are 
certainly ways that we can begin to mend the serious wound of the Black 
Community without calling upon the United States government to impose 
police states in them. Once we give free reign to that, we also give away 
our liberty to control and define the direction of our community. 


There are Black prisoners willing to work in cooperation with community 
minded people and organizations of our communities to help salvage them, 
and those of the community willing to do likewise shouldn't hesitate to 
help us build this bridge. 


Our interest is in devising strategies that will discourage the patterns 
which are leading Black males to prison, though not through "scared 
straight" method, but through educating on the social-political realities of 
the destruction that such imprisonment tolls on us as a people. 


We should not be willing to continue the warehousing of young Black 
males as a compensation to America's failed social, economic and political 
policies that have always for the most part been applied discriminatorily 
towards people of color. 


Our interest is also to discourage the flood of crime in our communities 
and to promote the idea that prison is not a Rite-of -Passage to manhood, 
however, responsibility to family and community is. 


Part of our strategy will consist, of periodic .dissemination of a newsletter 
articulating the social-political ills of Black on Black crime and violence, 
and the toll that the mass imprisonment of Black males wreak on the Black 
family and community structure. Pen pal communication could also be 
established to address the very same issues of a more personal nature as 
such may relate to particular individuals. 


Although we know there are those among our communities that are 
promoting these same concerns, not withstanding, we feel that such 
concerns take on new meaning when the discouragement of such negative 
behavior come from prisoners who are concerns black men themselves. 
And to that end we want to help. We hope you will join in this effort. 


We can't keep going along with the hype that something is inherently 
criminal about Black males, but we have the responsibility of changing the 
conditions that agitate criminality. And if we fall short of that 
responsibility, don't think that Black male in your life cannot be 
warehoused in one of these prisons in the future.

In 1497, king henry vii of england sent an italian mariner john cabot, along with 
pirates to conquer new land. They landed on the coast of nova scotia, canada, and met the 
Algonkin-Wakashan Family. 

Natives accepted europeans with respect and concern. John Cabot returned to england 
and described to king henry vii what he had found; king henry vii gave him the orders to 
kkkolonize this new territory on behalf of the crown. 


. John Cabot and many other euro-pirates returned to Natives territory under the guise of 


peace-loving people. Natives welcomed the europeans again. teaching them how to grow 
their food. The europeans learned the Natives peoples cultures, baal ‚ population sizes, 

in. killin ing/slaug! 

lo Nation, “the: 
Penutian Nation, the Nadene Nation, and the Aztec-Fanoan Nation. 

Once the euro-settlers had gained control of most of the Native peoples territory, they 
enslaved the people and branded the land the united states of amerikkka. 

After conquest, Native peoples were imprisoned on "reservations." Meanwhile, euro- 
amerikkkans were kidnapping Afrikans from Afrika. In 1619, euro-amerikkkans forcibly 
introduced Afrikans to jamestown, virginia for slavery. 

Thus. the birth of kkkolonialism in the "new world " entailed stripping Native peoples 
of the land on which they lived. wiping out large sectors of their communities. and 
imprisoning the survivors on "reservations" just as it entailed the kidnapping and 
enslavement of Afrikan peoples through the same methods of slaugther and torture.

Insurgency/Insurrection: 


Insurgency and insurrection mean revolution, revolt, and rising-up against the political 
authority of the kkkolonialist slave "masters", In the course of being kkkolonized and 
continually enslaved. Afrikan and Native peoples engagaed in many insurrections. There 
were many "slave revolts" championing Afrikan resistance to enslavement (see harvey 
wish. "american slave insurrections before 1861", Journal of Negro History, xxii July 
1937, pp.229-320) There was also coordinated Native and Afrikan guerilla warfare 
against the common oppressor. To keep slavery in particular and kkkolonialism in general 
alive, Afrikan and Native peoples were burnt alive, hanged, and/or mutilated and tortured 
[see letter of governor robert hunter to the lords of trade in e.b. o'callaghan. ed. 
"documents relative to the colonial history of the state of new york" (albany, 1855), v. 
(1707-1733) pp. 341-342]. Purses made of Native peoples skin were bought and sold on 
the "frontier". One should ask the football players on the Washington Redskins if they are 
aware of such a history. 

The kkkolonialist slave plantation was established strictly for the exploitation and 
enslavement of Afrikans for the benefit of the nascent euro-amerikkkan bourgeoisie. In 
1831, at southhampton, virginia, Nat Turner led an Afrikan people's insurrection against 
slave masters and their wives. Afrikans killed many euro-amerikkkans during this 
insurrection in self-defense. i.e. so that they could live in freedom and equality and not in 
slavery. But the insurrection was quelled and the euro-amerikkkan death squad/vigilante 
klan hanged Nat Turner along with other Afrikans in order to keep alive white supremacy. 
i.e. kkkapitalism and slavery. 


Kkkolonialsts' State of Indiana: 


Euro-kkkolonialists had murdered the Kickapoo, Miami, and Potawatomi tribes of 
Alongkin-Wakashan Nation. Euro-amerikkkans were successful in gangstering the land 
away from so-called "Indians. " 

Euro-amerikkkans kkkolonized the territory and took the word "Indian" and added an 
"a" to stamp the land with the title "Indiana" to show that they had kkkolonized this 
territory. 

In 1816, indiana became a state of amerikkka: it was.the first state to establish a state 
constitution in accordance with the kkkolonialists united states constitution. The 1816 
constitution created the state offices of governor, lieutenant governor, secretary of state, 








treasurer, auditor, the state senator, state representatives, and supreme court and circuit 
judges to enforce kkkolonial law on Afrikan and Native peoples. 

Afrikans were branded slaves by federal and state laws; they were not even considered 
second-class citizens in indiana and elsewhere. Today, kkkolonialist hoosiers continue to 
practice kkkolonialism against Afrikans in order to keep the tradition of euro-supremacy 
alive. Whereas before, Afrikans were already in prison in indiana without freedom, 
justice, and equality. then euro-hoosiers started the indiana state prison system to double- 
enslave Afrikans for not following kkkolonial laws. 


Counterinsurgency: 


Counterinsurgency means all political-military-economic-psychological actions carried out 
to crush movements for self-determination wherever they arise. whether in the "third 
world" outside of formal amerikkkan borders (e. g. Vietnam, Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
Mozambique etc.) or the "third world " inside these borders and the borders of other 


imperial centers (e.g. west germany, england, france etc.) In amerika, counterinsurgency - 


is carried out through coordinated actions by the fbi, the military, the National Guard. 
and local police forces against Afrikans and other people of color struggling for national 
liberation within the empire. 

Counterinsurgency is also directed against class conscious poor Euro-Americans. These 
efforts ensure that Afrikans and other oppressed peoples continue to live under domestic 
kkkolonialism without independence or freedom. 

One of the most effective and enduring examples of counterinsurgency by the 
amerikkkan government is COINTELPRO. an fbi counterintelligence program 
implimented in the 1960s to wage low-intensity war against the Black Liberation 
movement along with its sister liberation movements. 

On February 29, 1968, former director of the fbi, j. edgar hoover issued a memorandum 
stating the need for kkkolonialst agents to : 


1. disrupt and destroy militant black nationalist organizations from having a true- Afrikan 
Revolution. = 0 


2. prevent any Afrikan leader (e.g. Malcolm X) ПОШ, organizing Avil unifying > the militant | 
black nationalist movement: 

stop any militant. iis 
tice, and equality ords 
of inequality, injustice, and oppression): 









4. destroy respectability by discrediting Afrikan leaders and militant Afrikan nationa licia 


organizations within the Afrikan community: 
5. keep Afrikans under domestic kkkolonialism and euro-supremacy so Afrikan cost will 
not use their potential for Afrikan Revolution. 


The euro-amerikkkan government's primary goal was to prevent the building of 
independence by the oppressed Afrikan nation. 

In 1966, Huey P. Newton and Bobby Seale founded the Black Panther Party for, Self- 
Defense to protect Afrikan people from police brutality. In October 1966, the BPP stated 
its platform for "What We Want, What We Belive". offering the community a ten-point 
program: 


1. We want freedom, We want power to determine the destiny of our Black Community: 
2. We want.full employment for our people: 

3. We want an end to the robbery by the white man of our Black Community: 

4. We want decent housing, fit for shelter of human beings: 

5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this decadent 
american society. We want education that teaches us our true history and our role in the 
present-day society. 

6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service: 

7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER of black 
people: 

8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, county, and city jails: 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by a jury of their 
peer group, or people from their black communities as defined by the constitution of the 
united states: 

10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice, and peace. And as our 
major political objective, a united nations-supervised plebiscite to be held throughout the 
black colony in which onlly black colonial subjects will be allowed to participate for the 
purpose of determining the will of black people as their national destiny. 


In Chicago, the BPP chapter under the leadership of Fred Hampton initiated a Free 
Breakfast for SCHOOL CHILDREN PROGRAM and Free Sickle Cell Anemia Testing 
Program for Afrikans of all ages. Afrikan children were eating free and were being tested 
for disease. The kkkolonialist united states government executed Fred Hampton in his 
sleep through its COINTELPRO program. Mark Clark, Bobby Hutton, and many, many 
other Panther members were executed, imprisoned, or driven into exile in order to stop 
the Afrikan kkkolony within amerikkka from gaining independence, equal rights, and 
human rights.
